26. (New) The pharmaceutical composition according to claim 1, wherein the 
pharmaceutical composition is provided in a single administration amount including a 
combination of the at least one anticholinergic and the at least one inhibitor of TNF alpha 
synthesis or action in an amount of 10 jag to 5000 jig. 
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27. (New) The inhalable powder according to claim 12, wherein the at least one 
excipient has a maximum average particle size between 10 jam and 150 (im. 

28. (New) The pharmaceutical composition according to claim 19, wherein the pH of 
the inhalable solution or suspension ranges from 2-5. 
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
